Confidential Information. 

Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade 
Correspondents in the British Dominions, the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in other parts of the Empire, and from His Majesty’s 
Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1916, 575 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 128,662 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service, which 
includes the regular supply of the “Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register ; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “‘ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all.

EXHIBITION OF GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN 
CATALOGUES IN LONDON. 


In order that British manufacturers may have an opportunity of 
familiarising themselves with German and Austrian methods of 
advertising, the Board of Trade have collected over 7,500 specimen 
catalogues of German and Austrian origin, and these may be 
inspected at the Foreign Samples Section of the Department of 
Commercial Intelligence, 32, Cheapside, London, E.C. 

One feature of the catalogues, which is of especial interest to British 
manufacturers who are themselves publishing catalogues with a view 
to increasing their export trade, is the number of foreign languages 
in which the German and Austrian catalogues are printed. The 
Board of Trade collection includes catalogues printed in English, 
French, Spanish, Portuguese, Roumanian, Russian, Finnish, Polish, 
Italian, Dutch, Hungarian, Bohemian, Geek, and Chinese. Many are 
polyglot in character, and are printed in three, four, and in some cases 
eight different languages. . 

A new index has been prepared, in which the catalogues are 
classified both as regards articles of manufacture and names of 
manufacturers, thus rendering identification of any particular cata- 
logue a simple matter. Copies of this index may be obtained by 
United Kingdom manufacturers on application to the Comptroller- 
General, Department of Commercial Intelligence (Foreign Samples 
Section), 32, Cheapside, London, E.C.

A considerable amount of information is already available at the 
Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible to 
suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes without the neces- 
sity of referring the matter abroad. The Department is, how- 
ever, prepared on applicaticn to enquire of His Majesty’s Repre- 
sentatives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When 
the applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to 
undertake to pay the cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would 
greatly facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Department if 
applicants in making enquiries would specify the particular trade 
or trades for which substitutes are required. 

Note (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, 
on the day of issue, to His Majesty’s Representative in that 
country who is instructed to notify accordingly British Consular 
Officers, to whom persons abroad should apply for information 
as to names on the List.

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EXPORTS OF WOOL. 


Forthcoming Conference. 


The Director of the War Trade Department desires to give notice 
that the next conference to consider questions affecting the export 
of wool will be held at the War Trade Department, 4, Central 
Buildings, Westminster, London, 8.W., on 6th March, at 10.30 a.m., 
and that admission will be exclusively by ticket. 

Applications for tickets to attend the conference should be made 
by letter, marked ‘“‘ Wool Conference,” addressed to the Secretary 
(Wool Sub-Committee), War Trade Department, as above, and should 
be in his possession not later than 27th February. Applications can 
only be considered if made by an official of a Chamber of Commerce, 
or similar organisation interested, who should state the name of the 
representative authorised to attend on behalf of the organisation. 

The Secretary should be notified at an early date of any matters 
which it is desired to bring up for discussion, in order that, if 
approved, they may be added to the agenda.

CONTROL OF COAL MINES. 


It has been decided that the Board of Trade should take possession 
of all the coal mines in the United Kingdom for the period of the war, 
in addition to those in South Wales which have already been taken 
over under the Defence of the Realm Act. 

The President of the Board of Trade has decided to set up a new 
Department which will control the coal mines, and will also exercise 
the other powers and duties of the Board of Trade with regard to coal. 

The Chairman and Directors of the London and North-Western 
Railway Company have kindly placed the services of their General 
Manager, Mr. Guy Calthrop, at the disposal of the President of the 
Board of Trade to take charge of the new Department. | 

Mr. Calthrop’s official designation will be Controller of Coal Mines, 
and his office will be No. 8, Richmond Terrace, Whitehall, S.W. 

By arrangement with the Home Secretary, Sir Richard Redmayne, 
K.C.B. (H.M. Chief Inspector of Mines) will assist the Controller. 

The Department will also be assisted by an Advisory Committee 
consisting of persons selected to represent coal owners and coal miners.

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CONTROL OF CANALS. 


A Regulation under the Defence of the Realm Act was made on 
16th February enabling the Board of Trade to take possession, during 
the war, of any canals in the United Kingdom (see immediately 
following notice). The Board of Trade are about to make an order 
under the new Regulation taking possession of such of the non- 
railway owned canals as are required for essential traffic. ‘The Board 
propose to appoint an Executive Committee to control the canals 
on their behalf. 





NEW DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS, 


An Order-in-Council, dated 16th February, further amends the 
regulations (called the ‘“ Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) 
Regulations, 1916”) made under the Defence of the Realm Con. 
solidation Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the defence 
of the Realm. The Order referred to orders, inter alia, the following 
amendments in the Regulations :-— 


Control of Canals. 


3. After Regulation 9c the following regulation shall be inserted :— 
“9n.—-(1) Where the Board of Trade are of opinion that, 
for securing the public safety and the defence of the Realm, it is 
expedient that this regulation should be applied to any canals, 
the Board may by order apply this regulation, subject to any 
exceptions for which provision may be made in the order, either 
generally to all canals or to canals in any special area or to any 
special canals. 

(2) Any canals to which this regulation is so applied 
shall, by virtue of the order, pass into the possession of the 
Board of Trade as from the date of the order, or from any later 
date mentioned in the order; and the owner of every such canal 
and every person concerned in the management or working 
thereof, and where the owner of the canal is a company, every 
director of the company, shall comply with the directions of the 
Board of Trade as to the management and user of the canal, and 
if he fails to do so he shall be guilty of a summary offence 
against these regulations. 

**(3) Any order of the Board of Trade under this regulation 
may be revoked or varied as occasion requires. 

**(4) In this regulation the expression ‘canal’ includes all 
buildings, barges, machinery, and plant used in connection 
with the working of the canal.” 


Parchase of Ships or Vessels, 


The following regulation shall be inserted after Regulation 39¢ :— 
“39cc. A person shall not, without permission in writing 

from the Shipping Controller, directly or indirectly, and whether 
on his own behalf or on behalf of or in conjunction with any 
other person, purchase or enter into or offer to enter into any

agreement or any negotiations with a view to an agreement for 
the purchase of any ship or vessel. 

“If any person acts in contravention of this regulation, or 
if where any permission of the Shipping Controller has been 
granted under this regulation subject to any conditions, the 
person to whom it was granted fails to comply with any such 
condition, he shall be guilty of an offence against these regula- 


tions.”

With reference to the foregoing Regulation, the Shipping 
Controller announces that as regards British ships negotiations for 
the purchase by British subjects may proceed, subject to the approval 
of the Controller being obtained before the purchase is finally 
effected. , 

As regards non-British ships, all negotiations, without exception, 
must be suspended for the time being. 





DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF FOOD PRODUCTION. 


The Presidént of the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries has 
appointed Sir Arthur Lee, K.C.B., M.P., to be Director-General of 
Food Production (unpaid), responsible to the President for tthe co- 
ordination and executive control of those Sections of the Board 
which deal with the supply and distribution of seeds, fertilisers, 
feeding stuffs, machinery, labour, etc., and the work of War Agricul- 
tural Committees in England and Wales. 





POTATO PRICES. 


The Prime Minister has made the following announcement, under 
date 17th February, in repiy to an enquiry by the Lord Mayor of 
Manchester :— 

“The difficulties which have arisen in certain districts in con- 
nection with the operation of the Potatoes, 1916, Main Crop (Prices) 
Order of lst February, have been considered by the War Cabinet. 
The Order was made by the Food Controller to ensure that in the 
interest of the consumer the price should not be unduly inflated in 
consequence of the shortage of supplies. The recent prolonged frost 
has reduced the available stocks and interrupted their regular distri- 
bution. It has accordingly been necessary to readjust as fairly as 
possible the interests of all parties. The Departments concerned 
have therefore at my request met and conferred with representatives 
of the wholesale and retail trades, and have submitted the following 
proposals, which have been approved by the War Cabinet :— 

‘* The price which the growers will be entitled to charge to dealers 
and merchants for potatoes delivered after the present date up to the’ 
3lst March will be £9 (nine pounds) per ton free on rail or free on 
board. After that date the corresponding price will be £10 (ten 
pounds). The price at which the growers or any other person may

sell to the retailer will be ten guineas until the 3lst March, and 
eleven pounds ten shillings thereafter, in addition to the cost of 
carriage. ‘The price which the retailer may charge will be three 
halfpence per pound up to 31st March, and one penny three farthings 
per pound thereafter to the end of June.” 





MALT (RESTRICTION) ORDER, 1917. 


The Food Controller announces that he has issued an Order, dated 
20th February, prohibiting the manufacture of malt suitable for 
brewing beer from barley or other cereals, except under his authority. 
The Order, which is entitled ‘‘The Malt (Restriction) Order, 1917,” 
comes into force at once, but does not apply to barley or other cereals 
already steeped. 





SUPPLIES OF RAW JUTE. 
Unsold Stocks Requisitioned: Imports Prohibited. 


In an Order dated 16th Kebruary the Army Council give notice, 
under the Defence of the Realm Regulations, that they take pos- 
session of all unsold stocks of raw jute in the United Kingdom, and 
intend to take possession of any unsold stocks that may arrive after 
16th February. The effect of this order is to prohibit all dealings in 
raw jute on spot, in transit or in course of shipment to this country. 
Owners of such stocks are required to make returns to the Director 
of Army Contracts, Raw Materials Section, Room 462, Imperial 
House, Tothill Street, Westminster, S.W., on a form to be obtained 
on application. The non-receipt of a form does not absolve owners 
from making complete returns. 

Dealings in jute for the purpose of storing in India, or for 
shipment from India direct to allied or neutral countries, are not 
prohibited. Similarly, no embargo is placed on dealings in jute 
which is in stock in allied or neutral countries, or is now in course 
of transit thereto. 

Spinners who desire to purchase supplies of raw jute in addition 
to that supplied to them against Government orders for yarns and 
cloth, should apply to the Director, War Department, Jute Goods 
Depédt, 60, Victoria Road, Dundee. 

A recent census, which has been taken by the War Office, of the 
stocks of raw jute in the country shows that visible supplies are ~ 
sufficient to maintain production for the current year at the same 
rate as last year, provided that certain measures are taken to safe- 
guard supplies to firms who have comparatively small supplies in 
reserve. In view of the importance of economising tonnage, the 
Government have therefore decided to prohibit all imports of jute on 
private account until further notice. 

As soon as it is decided to allow further imports on private account, 
permits will be granted to spinners to purchase through the ordinary 
channels up to certain specified quantities. In the meantime, in order

to prevent inflation in the price of unsold stocks already in this 
country or now afloat, the Government are taking over all such stocks 
at a valuation based upon the market prices ruling during the last 
few weeks. These stocks will be re-sold to spinners at fixed prices as 
necessity arises. 

The Army Council have appointed Mr. George Malcolm, who will 
act in a honorary capacity, to assist Mr. Jas. Beattie, Director of the 
War Department Jute Goods Depédt, to carry out the purchase and 
distribution of unsold stocks. 





ALUMINIUM SUPPLIES. 


Monthly Returns to be Furnished. 


The Minister of Munitions has issued an Order, under date 17th 
February, requiring all persons to send in to the Director of Materiais 
A.M.2.(H), Hotel Victoria, Northumberland Avenue, London, S.W., 
in the first seven days of each month, commencing in March, monthly 
returns of :— 

(a) All aluminium held by them in stock, or otherwise under their 
control, on the last day of the preceding month; (5) all aluminium 
purchased or sold by them for futnre delivery and not yet delivered 
on such last day, together with the names of the sellers to or pur- 
chasers from them ; (c) all aluminium delivered to them during the 
preceding month ; (d} all aluminium scrap or swarf produced by them 
and/or issued from their works during the preceding month ; and (e) 
all contracts or orders existing on the last day of, or entered into 
during, the preceding month requiring for their execution the use of 
aluminium, specifying the purposes thereof. 

Notwithstanding the above, no return is required from any person 
whose total stock of aluminium in hand and on order for future 
delivery to him has not at any time during the preceding month 
exceeded 56 lb. 

For the purpose of this Order the expression aluminium shall 
mean: Aluminium and alloys of aluminium, unwrought and partly 
wrought, including ingots, notched bars, slabs, billets, bars, rods, 
tubes, wire, strand, cable, plates, sheets, circles, strip; aluminium 
scrap and swarf, aluminium alloy scrap and swarf, remelted alum- 
inium scrap and remelted aluminium alloy scrap and swarf; and 
granulated aluminium, aluminium powder, “bronze” “flake” and 
“ flitter,” or any of these. 

Note.— Attention is drawn to the fact that under the Order made by 
the Minister of Munitions on 2nd December last (see notice on p. 718 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 7th December), .whereby Regu- 
lation 30 (A) of the Defence of the Realm Regulations was applied 
to aluminium as above defined, all dealing, or negotiaticns for deal- 
ing, in aluminium, without a permit as specified in that’ Regulation, 
is illegal and an offence against the Defence of the Realm Regu- 
lations. 
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LEATHER FOR MILITARY AND OTHER 
PURPOSES. 


Committee Appointed. 


The Secretary of the War Office announces that a Committee has 
been formed to advise as to the measures necessary for the production 
and conservation of leather for military and other purposes, with due 
regard to economy of exchange, transport and labour. The following 
gentlemen have consented to serve:—Mr. Henry Cockill, President 
of the Federation of Manufacturers of Belting; Mr. H. P. Densham, 
President of the United Tanners’ Federation of Great Britain and

Association ; Mr. W. A. Posnett, Managing Director of Messrs. Hep- 
burn, Gale & Ross, Accoutrement Makers; Mr. E. L. Poulton, 
Secretary of the Boot and Shoe Operatives’ Union; Mr. G. Power, 
Secretary of the Bridle Cutters’ and Leather Workers’ Union; and 
Mr. R. Siddle, Secretary of the Amalgamated Society of Leather 
Workers. ‘The Government Departments interested will also be 
represented on the Committee.

The Secretary of the War Office announces that Sir Bampfylde 
Fuller, K.C.S.1., C.1.E., has undertaken charge of the Department of 
the War Office which is dealing with the following matters, viz. :— 
(1) The supply of timber for the use of the Army; (2) the control

of the use of timber in the United Kingdom with a view to effecting 
economy in its use for all purposes; (3) the regulation of the 
purchase of such timber as may be imported from sources outside the 
United Kingdom whether on Government or private account; and 
(4) the stimulation of the felling of timber in the United Kingdom. 

Sir Bampfylde Fuller’s office is at Caxton House, Tothill Street, 
Westminster, S.W., and all communications on the subject should be 
addressed to him there. 

He will be assisted by an advisory committee consisting of four or 
five timber merchants chosen by the Timber Federation, and by one 
or two other gentlemen representing firms of repute which do not 
belong to the Federation. Mr. Sutherland, who has been directing 
the operations of the Home Grown Timber Committee, will continue 
those operations in forestry under Sir Bampfylde Fuller. For other 
branches of the work Sir Bampfylde Fuller is obtaining the services of 
trade experts in timber exploitation, in the packing and casing of 
goods, and in the economical construction of buildings. 

The interests of the various Government Departments concerned in 
the use and conservation of timber will be watched by a consulta- 
tive committee of representatives of those Departments. 

As regards (2) and (3) above, the control will for the time being 
be limited to soft wood of all descriptions excepting pit props. 





GOVERNMENT INSURANCE AGAINST AIRCRAFT 
AND BOMBARDMENT RISKS. 


Allowance of Discount: Alteration of Date. 


The War Risks Insurance Office announces that the Approved 
Insurance Companies acting as agents for the Government have now 
been authorised to allow a discount of 50 per cent. until further notice 
from the premiums payable in respect of new insurances commencing 
on or after 17th February, 1917 (not Ist March, as previously 
announced), and in respect of renewals of existing insurances falling 
due on or after 17th February, subject to the minimum premium 
payable in respect of any one insurance not being reduced below 
2s. Od. The Government reserves the right to revise the rates or 
withdraw the discount at any time. 

Discount will not be allowed under any circumstances in respect of new 
insurances which came into force before 17th February, 1917, or in 
respect of the renewal of policies which expired before that date.

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SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL RESEARCH. 
Board of Fuel Research Appointed, 


A Board of Fuel Research ha& been appointed by the Committee 
of the Privy Council for Scientific and Industrial Research, on the 
recommendation of their Advisory Council. Sir George Beilby, 
F.R.S., has consented to act as Director of the new organisation, and 
he will be assisted by the Hon. Sir Charles Parsons, K.C.B., F.R.S., 
Mr. Richard Threlfall, F'.R.S., and Sir Richard Redmayne, K.C.B., 
Chief Inspector of Mines, as Members of the Board. 

It will be the work of the Board to investigate the nature, pre- 
paration and utilisation of fuel of all kinds, both in the laboratory and 
where necessary on an industrial scale. Sir George Beilby, with the 
assistance of his Board, will be responsible for drawing up schemes of 
research into these problems, and when the schemes have been approved 
by the Advisory Council and the Committee of the Privy Council, 
authority will be given him to carry them into effect. 

By arrangement with the Governors of the Imperial College of 
Science and Technology, the Lord President has retained Professor 
W. A. Bone, F.R.S., as Consultant to the Board of Fuel Research 
under the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research. 





REGISTRATION OF COMPANIES IN BRITISH HONDURAS. 


A Supplement to the “ British Honduras Gazette ” of 30th Decem- 
ber publishes the text of an Ordinance (No. 23 of 1916), assented to 
by the Governor of the Colony on 23rd December, 1916, to amend the 
law as to companies established outside the Colony. 

This Ordinance requires, inter alia, that every company incorporated 
outside the Colony which at the commencement of the Ordinance 
has a place of business in the Colony, and every such company which 
after the commencement of the Ordinance establishes a place of 
business within the Colony, shall within three months from the com- 
mencement of this Ordinance, or within one month from the establish- 
ment of such place of business, as the case may be, file with the 
Registrar General of the Colony (a) a certified copy of the charter, 
statutes, or memorandum and articles of the company, or other 
instrument constituting or defining the constitution of the company, 
and, if the instrument is not written in the English language, a 
certified translation thereof ; (b) a list of the directors of the company ; 
and (c) the names and addresses of some one or more persons resident 
in the Colony authorised to accept on behalf of the company service 
of process and any notices required to be served on the company.

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LABOUR MARKET IN THE UNITED KINGDOM 
IN JANUARY. 


According to the February issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Labour Gazette,’’* employment in January at coal mines was 
very good, and better than in December. It was also very good 
at iron mines, and continued good at shale, tin and lead mines. 
Employment at quarries was fairly good, but was hindered by bad 
weather. 

Employment at pig-iron blast furnaces was good, and at iron 
and steel works very good; in both industries there was an im- 
provement on the previous month. Engineering works and 
shipyards were extremely busy, and much overtime was worked. 
There was an increase in the number of tinplate and steel sheet 
mills at work, but these trades were still greatly affected by the 
restriction of supplies of steel. In most of the other metal trades 
employment was good. 

In the cotton trade employment continued good in the spinnin 
section, and fair in the weaving branch. The woollen on 
worsted trades were very busy, and all available labour was fully 
employed. In the linen trade short time was still worked in 
Ireland, but in Scotland employment was good. It was also 
good in the jute, hosiery, bleaching, calico printing and dyeing 
trades, and fairly good in the silk and carpet trades. In the 
lace trade it continued good in the plain net and fair in the 
curtain branches, but was bad in fancy laces. | 

The boot and shoe trade was very busy, both on Government 
and civilian work. Apart from some slackness in the saddle and 
harness trade, employment in the leather trades was good. It 
continued fair in ready-made tailoring and in the shirt and 
collar and wholesale mantle, costume and blouse trades. Em- 
ployment was good in the corset and felt hat trades, but bad with 
silk hat makers. 

Operations in the building and brickmaking trades were 
affected by the severe frosts. ee was good with mill- 
sawyers, coachbuilders, coopers and brush-makers, and the fur- 
nishing trades were well employed. Employment continued 
good in the my | and bookbinding trades, and fairly good in 
the paper trades. It was also good in the glass trades, and in 
the pottery trades, except in the tile and sanitary ware branches, 
which were quiet. The food preparation trades continued busy, 
with considerable overtime. ™ agriculture, wheat sowing and 
the cultivation of the land were hindered by the hard condition 
of the soil, and consequently the shortage of labour was not felt 
acutely in January. "Muslovenst with fishermen showed little 
change; it was, however, adversely affected by weather conditions 
at a number of ports. It was fair on the whole with dock 
labourers. The supply of seamen and firemen for mercantile 
vessels was not quite equal to the demand.

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UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH CANADA 
AND NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for 
H.M. Trade Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions 
to visit the United Kingdom officially from time to time, so that 
manufacturers and merchants may have the opportunity of consulting 
them on any matters connected with their business, or of obtaining 
information as to the possibilities of extending their trade, it has 
been arranged for H.M. Trade Commissioner in Canada and New- 
foundland (Mr. C. Hamilton Wickes) to pay a further official visit to 
this country. 

Mr. Hamilton Wickes, who visited this country in 1915, is expected 
to arrive early in March, and will be prepared to interview (by 
appointment) representatives of those firms who may be able to see 
him in London at the Offices of the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence of the Board of Trade for several weeks before Kaster. 
Immediately after Haster he will visit such trade and industrial 
centres in the United Kingdom as it may appear most advantageous 
to visit in view of applications that may he received from firms in 
or near those centres, and from Chambers of Commerce. These 
centres will probably include, in the order named, Bristol and South 
Wales, Birmingham and district, the Potteries, Manchester, Liverpool, 
Ireland, Scotland, Newcastle, Yorkshire, Derby, Nottingham and 
Leicester. 

In order that appointments may be satisfactorily arranged, firms 
who may desire to have an interview with Mr. Hamilton Wickes are 
requested to make their application as soon as possible. Applications 
should be addressed to the Comptroller-General, Department of Com- 
mercial Intelligence, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. The 
reference number (D.C.I. 2,360/17) should be quoted.

ADVERTISING AMERICAN GOODS IN BRITISH 
DOMINIONS, ETC. 


A correspondent in writing to H.M. Trade Commissioner in South 
Africa calls attention to an American publication, a copy of which 
has been received at the Department of Commercial Intelligence, for 
which it is claimed that it is an effective medium for bringing goods 
of American manufacture to the notice of buying firms. The 
principal feature of this publication, which is distributed gratis, is 
the large number of illustrated, classified advertisements that it 
contains, with prices and (in some cases) terms stated in detail. 
The publication also contains articles of general interest on subjects 
relating to American industry and commerce.

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TRANSFER OF COMMERCIAL ENTERPRISES 
IN RUSSIA. 
New Law to Protect Creditors. 


With reference to the notice on p. 552 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 24th August last relative to the enactment of a Russian 
Law (of 3rd/16th July, 1916) for the better regulation of the transfer 
of business undertakings and property, with a view to the prevention 
of fictitious transactions, H.M. Commercial Attaché at Petrograd 
(Mr. H. Cooke) writes, under date 16th January, directing attention to 
a résumé of the main provisions of this Law, prepared by Mr. A. J. 
Halpern, Legal Adviser to H.M. Embassy in Russia. 

The purpose of the new Law is, by notarial and other procedure, 
as well as by compulsory publication and notification to the creditors 
concerned, so to regulate such transfers of business undertakings and 
property as to prevent fictitious proceedings of this kind for the pur- 
pose of evading liabilities. 

The new Law requires that an agreement concerning the transfer 
of a commercial or industrial undertaking must be made before a 
notary, and must be fully registered in the notarial books. The 
agreement must be accompanied by a very detailed list giving all 
debts and liabilities of the undertaking, with a most exact enumer- 
ation of the names of the creditors, their domicile, and the amount 
due. This list must be signed by the seller and the purchaser and 
attested by the notary, who, within three days’ time, must publish a 
notice in the “ Official Gazette,” stating the names and addresses of 
the seller and purchaser, and the address of the undertaking. The 
same notice has to be given to certain authorities, and a special 
notice in writing must be sent by the notary to each of the creditors. 

One of the most important features of the new Law is that, as 
regards liabilities enumerated in the above-mentioned list, both the 
seller and the purchaser assume joint responsibility, and the creditor 
may claim from either. The liability of the purchaser for the debts 
of the undertaking remains in force for five years from the date when 
the debt became payable or the date of the transfer, as the case may 
be. The transfer of an undertaking of one limited liability company 
to another is, by an important exception, not affected by the new 
Law. 

The Law also contains rules concerning the declaration of nullity 
of all fraudulent agreements. Any creditor who has obtained an 
order of the Court on his claim against a debtor, if he cannot obtain 
satisfaction from the debtor’s assets, or if it is manifest that his assets 
do not cover the amount of the claim, is entitled to ask the Court 
for a declaration that an agreement entered into by his debtor with 
a third party is void, as being concluded with the intention of 

defrauding his creditors.

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SUPPLIES OF FOODSTUFFS AND GOODS 
IN ITALY. 


With reference to the notice on p. 176 of the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 19th October last, and to previous notices, relative to 
measures for safeguarding supplies of foodstuffs and other goods of 
general or extensive consumption in Italy, H.M. Embassy in Rome 
reports that the following, among other, further measures have been 
taken by the Italian Government :— 

Commissariat General of Supplies created——A Royal Decree has 
been published establishing a Commissariat General of Supplies. 
Questions of requisitioning are to be dealt with by this Department, 
as well as all decisions as to Government control of prices, but while 
control of all questions relative to supplies in Italy—which have 
hitherto been distributed among different Ministries—will in future 
be undertaken by the new Commissariat General of Supplies, the 
Provisioning Committee of the Ministry of Agriculture (see p. 781 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 14th September last) will con- 
tinue to make purchases of foodstutfs in foreign countries and arrange 
for their transport to Italy, where, on arrival, they will be dealt with 
by the Commissariat General, who will arrange for their distribution 
and inland transport, and will fix maximum prices and deal generally 
with the probleme of supply. 

Bread and Milk Products.—The Provisioning Committ’e, on 6th 
January, decided to enforce a recent Decree revising the conditions 
for bread-making, and fixed price limits for the sale of milk products 
during 1917. 

Sweets, Confectionery, Sugar, and Saccharine—Another Royal 
Decree, dated 7th January, prohibits the sale of sweets and sweet 
confectionery on three days in each week. An explanatory notice 
issued on 17th January, announces that the Decree applies only te 
solid sweets, including those made with honey, but does not cover 
syrups and sweet liquids. The control of sugar consumption is 
provided for by a further notice, issued on 6th January, by the Com- 
mittee for the Regulation of Sugar Consumption (see pp. 583-4 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 28rd November). The Govern- 
ment is understood to be preparing a further Decree authorising the 
sale of saccharine to be used as a substitute for sugar. 

Rice, Salt, and Fruit Preserves —A further Royal Decree has recently 
been published fixing a maximum price for the sale of rice. <A 
measure is under consideration for facilitating the sale of salt and of 
substances which naturally contain a considerable amount of salt. 
The Ministry is also studying the possibilities of manufacturing fruit 
preserves from perishable and other Italian fruits, the exportation of 
which is now prohibited. 

Coal and Coke.—-A Royal Decree, issued on 9th January, imposed 
a general census of all supplies of coal and coke in the country.

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GOVERNMENT ASSISTANCE TO SPANISH INDUSTRIES. 


According to “ Vida Financiera” (Madrid) of 10th February, the 
Bill providing for the granting of certain concessions in favour of the 
establishment of new industries or the development of existing indus- 
tries in Spain (see the article on pp. 280-1 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 26th October last), was approved by the Chamber of 
Deputies on 7th February and by the Senate on the following day. 





MAXIMUM PRICES FOR BARLEY AND RYE IN FRANCE. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 363-4 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 11th May last, relative to maximum prices fixed for 
certain goods in France and French Colonies, H.M. Embassy in Paris 
has forwarded an extract from the French “ Journal Officiel”” contain- 
ing the text of a Decree, dated 16th January, 1917, fixing maximum 
prices for certain cereals, as follows :— 

The maximum price to the producer of barley (including winter 
barley) of all kinds and of good quality, weighing at least 60 kilogs. 
to the hectolitre, and containing not more than 2 per cent. of im- 
purities, is fixed at 31 francs per 100 kilogs. 

The maximum price to the producer of rye of all kinds and of good 
quality is fixed at 30 francs per 100 kilogs. 

To these prices may be added (1) the cost of cartage, management, 
etc., and the remuneration of intermediaries, provided that the total 
sum does not exceed 1°50 francs for each 100 kilogs.; and (2) the 
cost of railway transport from the producer to the consumer.

TRADE MARK PROTECTION IN COSTA RICA. 
Decision Preventing the Misappropriation of Unregistered Marks, 


The Acting British Consul at San José writes that an important 
ruling, affecting manufacturers of well-known articles sold under trade 
marks which are not registered in Costa Rica, was made by the Presi- 
dent of the Republic on 25th October last. 

It appears that a well-known brand of whisky had been sold 
in Costa Rica for many years, but neither the name nor the mark 
had been registered. Taking advantage of this situation, a local 
company secured the registration of a similar mark, and served 
notice of its intention to prosecute infringements. The users of the 
original mark contended that the registration could not prevent the 
sale of their whisky, since the two marks were not identical, and 
the local company thereupon applied for the registration of the 
original mark without variation. 

In dealing with the application for the registration of the mark, the 
President held that since the original mark was widely known to be 
the property of another company the application by the local company 
would be refused. The President further ordered that hereafter no 
trade mark which is well known in Costa Rica by reason of sales of 
goods bearing the mark, or by advertisements, should be registered, 
except upon proper proof of ownership of the mark. (D.C.I. 7,817.)

A slip with two lines of rail 
going to a depth of four metres will be constructed in the present 
corner of the west pier. One of these lines is for hauling up 
vessels up to 400 tons; the other is for small craft such as lighters, 
boats, etc. Ships will be hauled up by electrical power. Sheds will 
be placed on the new piers, as well as storehouses for goods, electric 
cranes and acomplete installation of railway lines for the transport of 





goods. 
The total cost of the works is placed at about 2,000,000 pesetas

The 
irrigation of the lower valley of the river Neto is also included in the 
proposed scheme. ‘The concession is for 60 years, at the end of 
which period the company must hand over to the State the reservoirs, 
electrical power works, and irrigation works. 
Apart from the industrial uses to which power produced by the 
company will be put, the company is under a contract to supply,

within a year from the opening of the first power works, the electric 
current required for working the Calabro-Lucanno Railway. 

The total cost of the works to be established is estimated to 
amount to ¥0,000,000 lire, and they must be completed within fifteen 
years from the date of the concession (6th October, 1916).

‘The original contract has been 
modified in some respects, and the concessionaire is now required to 
organise, either in Costa Rica or elsewhere, a limited company, to be 
called the ‘‘ Costa Rica Oil Corporation,” with a capital of not less 
than 2,000,000 U.S. dols., in lieu of the exclusively United Siates 
company with a capital of 1,000,000 dols., mentioned in the draft 
contract. 

The concessionaire had already begun operations before the official 
recognition and publication of this contract, and drills had been im- 
ported into Costa Rica. These were erected close to the Amei River, 
in the vicinity of the Talamanca mountain range, and experiments 
were made there; the seepage showed signs of oil, but not sufficient 
to justify continued operations, and the drills were, for the time 
being, closed down. It is anticipated, however, that further trials 
will be made in the neighbourhood.

According to the December issue of “ El Comerciante” (Buenos Aires), 
New Steel Works —~ steel works have recently been established 
at Santiago. at Santiago, utilising the old iron which was 
previously exported to Europe. This new enter- 
prise owes its existence to the high price of steel, brought about by 
the war. Much difficulty was experienced at first in obtaining 
skilled workmen, but the situation was saved by the employment 
of Spaniards from Bilbao, Chilean workmen being taken on as 
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CHILE—ceatinued. 


apprentices. It was necessary to set up a special foundry for the 
manufacture of the machinery required, which is of European type. 
Chilean coal is used as fuel. 

The products of the works include bars, sheets, asg'es, steel 
for reinforced concrete structures, nails, horseshoes, steel tyres, etc. 
The price of Chilean steel is 20 per cent. less than that of. the imported 
aiticle. Initial difficulties are already being overcome and the quality 
of the product may be considered as medium. 

As the demand in Chile for steel is large and continually increasing, 
the output of the new works is disposed of without any difficulty.

‘The total yield is 
estimated at 455,000 tons, a decrease of 5 per cent, as compared 
with the revised estimate of the yield (481,000 tons) at this time last 
year; in the 1917 estimate, however, no figures are given for 
Hyderabad. 
The condition of the crop is reported to be good in the comparatively 
less important Provinces of Bihar and Orissa, the Punjab, Sind, and 
Ajmer-Merwara; in all other Provinces it is only fair.

‘restrictions, and of the high freights ruling, an 
important development took place during the year, namely, that 
several Spanish paper mills gave esparto a trial. There seems to 
be no doubt, adds the Vice-Consul, that esparto for paper making 
will be largely employed in Spain in the future. 

Furthermore, a much larger quantity of the grass has been em- 
ployed for making cords and ropes, with the result that, in spite of 
the restrictions on shipments, stocks of esparto in Aguilas were very 
low at the end of 1916. (D.C.1. 8,253.) 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA (HAWAID, 


According to a statement recently issued by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, the sugar production 
oe ga, of Hawaii for the year ended 30th September, 
: 1916, was 592,763 tons (of 2,000 lb.), or 53,237 
tons less than in the previous year. ‘The area harvested in 1916 was 
115,419 acres, or 2,219 acres more than in 1915, but a lower yield 
of cane per acre and a smaller average of sugar per ton of cane made 
the sugar crop of 1916 less than that of the preceding year. 
The total area in cane in 1916 was 246,332 acres, an increase of 
6,532 acres over 1915. (D.C.1. 5,685.) 





GUATEMALA. 


According to the December issue of ‘‘ El Comerciante ” (Buenos Aires) 
ines the production of cane sugar in Guatemala during 
g 1916 amounted to 300,000 quintals (of 50 kilogs.), 
ugar Industry. yg pete 
valued at 4:5 dols. gold per quintal on the local 
market (about 2d. per l|b.). 

The industry is mainly in the hands of Guatemalans, but there are 
also certain plantations owned by British and Germans. There are 20 
sugar mills on the Pacific coast of Guatemala, each having plant 
capable of treating 12,000 quintals daily, while other less important 
mills exist. ‘The machinery employed is modern and, before the war, 
was imported principally from the United Kingdom. ‘The sugar 
exported is known in Guatemala as ‘“ moscabado”; the quantity 
exported in 1915 amounted to 109,188 quintals, of which 63,761 
quintals went to the United States, 25,190 quintals to Honduras, 
and the remainder to Panama and other Central American Republics. 

The industry has developed in recent years, the high prices obtained 
for the sugar having stimulated growers to increase the area under 
cane cultivation. The past season has been a very prosperous one for 
cultivators, and there are indications that the industry will assume 
still larger proportions in the near future.

ECUADOR.

The Department of Commercial Intelligence is a centre at which 
information on all subjects of commercial interest is collected and 
classified in a form convenient for reference, and at which, so far as 
the interests of British trade permit, replies are given to enquiries by 
traders on commercial matters. As far as is possible, the Department 
supplies, on personal or written application, information with regard 
to the following subjects: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to 
Tender and other openings for British Trade; Lists of manufacturers 
at home and lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of 
business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and 
Customs Regulations; Commercial Statistics; Forms of Certificates 
of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers; Sources 
of Supply, Prices, etc. of ‘l'rade Products; Shipping and Transport ; 
etc., etc. 

Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial products 
which are received from abroad from time to time are exhibited at 
the Offices of the Department. 

The samples collected since the war began of goods of German and 
Austrian manufacture, which have been sold in British markets 
abroad and in certain foreign markets, have been shipped to Canada 
upon loan to the Dominion Government for exhibition there. 

The British Industries Fair, 1917, will be held in London from 
Monday, 26th February, to Friday, 9th March, inclusive; concurrently 
with the Fair in London a Fair will be held at Glasgow. The office 
dealing with Fair matters is at 32, Cheapside, London, E.C. A notice 
relating to the Fair appears on p. 527.

1911 TO 1916. 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 

Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Minister of Labour hereby gives Notice 
of the following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether 
contributions are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

2132X. Workmen (other than those already insurable under 
Part Il. of the National Insurance Act, 1911) engaged wholly or 
mainly in grinding and mixing paints or colours, whether by hand 
or machinery. 

2134X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture 
of compressed leather from leather shreds. (Application 418X.) 

2136X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture 
of nitro-cellulose and of celluloid. (Application 448X.) 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
in respect of :— 

2133. Workmen eogeged i in any process of engraving in connection 
with the printing and stationery trade. 

2135. Workmen (other than those covered by decision A. 2134X 
above) engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of imitation 
leather board. (Application 418X.) 

2137. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of 
leather cloth. 

2138. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of 
linoleum. 

Note.—Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contri- 
butions are payable under the National Insurance (Part IL.) 
(Munition Workers) Act, 1916, are indicated by the letter X at the 
end of the number, e.g., 1554X. Contributions under these decisions 
are payable as from the 4th September, 1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has 
been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not peanenee,
